Freedom bait l»een aeeuiingly triumphant 
often in this world of ours: but it has 
generally failed, and may do so again. 
| We had auppotu-d that wo hnd got above 
the danger* that overtook other repub- 
lic*; but it wan a mistake. We are no 
a i*er nor lietter than other people. The 
last few yearn have proved that we jKwaeaa 
the greatness nor the wisdom we 
HHMumed to have. Wo got tip aectional 
parlies, that one Dart of the oountry 
might impose its purpoaes oo tbe other. 
Like fooN, we resorted to tbe sword to 
settle what the sword never Mitt led satis- 
factorily in any rase or country . War is 
despotism: and now that Ihe w ar is over, 
we have a party that expec-ta by force to 
iui|>oae its notions on other people. 
Just such experiments have been tried 
often in tbe world, mid as often failed. 
Instead of waiting for communities to 
grow into better shape, by time and 
reason, tbey expect to bhat>e them as de- 
sired by legislation, backed by Hrms. 
Nothing can be more absurd. Human 
nature cannot be molded like wax; both 
the good and tbe bad parts of It w ill grow 
and assert themselves, in spite of laws 
and arms. 

Tbe triumph of freedom certain, indeed! 
Where do we tind tbe certainty? Not in 
the history ol the world: for there' it has 
not triumphed; despotism has triumphed 
ill most cases. Strange that men have 
not learned that a good government is 
hard to maintain, and that it is the 
est wisdom to let well enough alone; that 
they will reaort to tbe old instrument ol 
.!. to protect righta 
In a country where there Is 
a free press and free elections. Strange 
that man should not have learned by this 
time that governments must suit the Bta> 
pie; and that people can't be m&de by 
laws or arms to suit tbe government 
without a loss of freedom. Still it is no 
less true than strange. 

Jefferson predicted that slaves would 
be emancipated, and that tbe two races 
would not live together In peace. The 
Tribune accepts one prediction, but rather 

Tho difficulty of living together is all 
the result of habit* and prejudices. <iive 
the eman< i|Mited e.|ual rights, and the 
prejudices and habits will change! 

The reason we can't catch birds is, that 
we can't throw salt on their tails. Jutt 
throw salt ou tiieiu, and we can catch 
tncra. fiive white and black erjual rights 
and the prejudice* will eulwide; and so if 
tbe prejudice subside, we can give all 
ciual rights. 

Tbe folly is in supposing that laws and 
anna ran ar. ure equal rights. Tbe same 
laws axe not adapted to people in difler- 
ent stages of rtviliuuion, nor ia it possi- 
ble, without injustice, to apply tbe same 
laws w itb tbe same penalties to separate 
classes, of different capacities, different 
opportunities and different hopes and as- 
pirations. Such laws may be made and 
published, but they will not be enforced 
It is extreme folly to talk of equal 
rights by law. The law can secure no 
such tbiDg. It is almost as rational to 
expect equal capacities by law. 

It is no favor to tbe black race to sub- 
ject them to the same laws aa white men, 
or to the same penalties. It is <iuite as 
rat on a 1 to subject men and boys to tbe 
same rules snd regulations. 

One prediction of Jefferson has been 
veriried, and the other is quite aa likely 
to be fulfilled. These two races will not 
long live together. If both races were 
Christians, or even philosophers, there is 
no reason for collisions and separation; 
but they are neither. If they were, Gree- 
ley would not be a teacher. 

With all these difficulties ahead of us, 
we don't see tbe triumph ot freedom cer- 
tain. The certainty, if we accept the les- 
sons of history, is quite the other way ;

"Did you 
over know so dull a season?" ia tbe ejacu- 
lation that meets your ear lu almost every 
warehouse, i-ounting-room, - and office

If we <-an 
get ■ million aud a quarter hales out of 
the South this season, we shell be well 
off. The over estimates are paraded 
and u*ed by parties here who are under 
stood to be operating for a fall.

Bignatnrea are tboae of Kismnrk, 
Kuraly aud Hrenner, and thestipulations 
as otBcially announced are to tbe follow- 
ing effect: Austria is to lose no territory 
except that of Yenitia; the F.mperor ad 
Austria iwogniKes tbe dissolution of the 
tiermanic confederation and gives his as- 
sent to a new organization, from which 
Austria shall tie excluded. 
Austria relinquishes all claims to Schles- 
W 'K. I and Holstein. Prussia is 
to receive from Austria four hundred 
million thalers to cover war expenses, 
but from this sum Is to be deducted the 
amount of the indemnity for war ex- 
penses which Austria has" still the right 
of exacting from Schleswig and Holstein, 
in virtue of the treaty ol October 20.

We 
ueed not argue at length to you the im- 
portance of these is.tiws; it is vour duty to 
take part in the settlement. After .'.years 
of tierce and destructive warfare, in 
which our arms were gloriously trium- 
phant, the l uion for which we fought is 
still practically unrestored. Whv is this? 
We struggled to maintain the' rightful 
supremacy of the general government, 
and to c ir.quer all who in arms opposed 
its authority, and to make everv rebel- 
lious citizen yield to lu laws. We lul l 
throughout the war that the Cnion was 
indissoluble, and its powers, as expound- 
ed by courts supreme: no State of Its own 
motion to withdraw or at the will of its 
sisier States, be excluded, and that tbe 
duty of each State to maintain the Cnion 
and iu right to take pail iu the govern- 
ment, are alike absolute.
